Claims 1, 8, 9, 14, 20-24 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as clearly 
anticipated by Japan (666) (fig. 4). 

Claims 1-9 and 14-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as unpatentable over Kondo or 
Kanecht (476) in view of Japan (732), Japan (540) or Japan (606) for the specific reasons set 
forth in paper no. 10 (3-7-02). 

Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as unpatentable over Kondo or Knecht in 
view of Japan (606), Japan (540) or Japan (732) and combined with Inoi for the explicit reasons 

noted in paper no. 10. 

Applicants argue that Japan (666) does not anticipate the claims because the pretend 
embodiment show the Ic circuit not centered in the housing. However, it cannot be ignored that 
Japan (666) fig. 4 clearly and explicitly teaches the claimed structure to be known prior art 
regardless of its relative desirability. 

Since both the methods and advantages/disadvantages of flip-chip bonding are well 
known its substitution for hard-wire bonding is not seen as an impediment to its use. Note the 
references deal with piezo electric devices. Selection of particular "bump" locations as well as 
relative dimensions of the housed devices are considered a matter of routine design consideration 
within the skill expected of the routineer. They amount to optimization of a known device for a 
particular, specific application or environment.
